being chapter 7 of the Statutes of Ontario, 1987, 
shall come into force. 


OF ALL WHICH PREMISES all Our loving 
subjects and all others whom it doth or may in 
anywise concern are hereby required to take notice 
and govern themselves accordingly.

REGULATION RESPECTING ASBESTOS 


Notice is hereby given of the following proposed amendments to the 
Regulation respecting Asbestos, O. Reg. 570/82 as amended by 

O. Reg. 655/85 and O. Reg. 23/87, made under the Occupational Health and 
palety Act, R50, 19807-3521 (the Act). 


The Regulation respecting Asbestos, which came into effect on August 20, 
1982, was intended to serve as an interim regulation until The Royal 
Commission on Matters of Health and Safety Arising from the Use of 
‘Asbestos in Ontario (the Commission) submitted its report. In its final 
report in 1984, the Commission made recommendations concerning the 
regulation of occupational exposure to asbestos. Some of these 
recommendations were implemented in the Regulation respecting Asbestos 
on Construction Projects and in Buildings and Repair Operations, 

O. Reg. 654/85, and in the first amendment of the Regulation respecting 
Asbestos, both of which came into effect on March 16, 1986. The proposed 
amendments incorporate further reeommendations of the Commission. 


The following proposed amendments are based on the Commission's 
recommendations: 


O the prohibition of, 
= the mining of amosite and crocidolite, 


- the use of amosite and ecrocidolite in the manufacture of asbestos 
products, and 


= the establishment of a workplace for the spinning, braiding or 
weaving of any type of untreated asbestos yarn (section 4); 


Oo  arequirement for an air monitoring statistical report (subsection 13(1)); 


o the appointment of a competent person to supervise all air monitoring 
(subsection 8(3)); 


O the appointment of a worker to observe air monitoring procedures 
(subsection 8(4)); 


o technical changes to the Code for Measuring Airborne Asbestos Fibres; 


and 


O aprovision in the control program for a training program for supervisors 
and workers (clause 8(2)(f)). 
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The following additional amendments are also proposed: 


Oo a redefinition of asbestos to clarify that the regulation does not apply to 
tale and other non-asbestos minerals (section 1); 


othe removal of clause 3(1)(c), under which certain repair, alteration and 
maintenance work was covered by the Regulation respecting Asbestos, 
O. Reg. 570/82, rather than the Regulation respecting Asbestos on 
Construction Projects and in Buildings and Repair Operations, 

O. Reg. 654/85; and

| These latter proposed amendments will necessitate parallel amendments to 
the Regulation respecting Asbestos on Construction Projects and in Buildings

_In addition to the proposed amendments, the Ministry is studying the 
feasibility of lowering the exposure limits for asbestos other than crocidolite 
or amosite which will, in effect, be banned.

DESIGNATED SUBSTANCE - ASBESTOS 


1. In this Regulation, 


"asbestos" means any of the following 
asbestiform silicates: actinolite asbestos, 
anthophyllite asbestos, chrysotile, crocidolite, 
cummingtonite-grunerite asbestos (amosite) 


or tremolite asbestos; 


"control program" means an asbestos control 


program as required by this Regulation; 


"fibre" means a fibre of asbestos that is more 
than five micrometres in length and less than 
three micrometres in width and that has a 
length to width ratio not less than three to 
one as viewed in a phase contrast optical 
microscope at four hundred to five hundred 


magnification; 
Nemsn means cubie centimetre; 


"joint health and safety committee" includes 
a joint health and safety committee estab- 
lished under section 8 of the Act, a commit- 
tee of like nature and the workers or their 
representatives who participate in an 
arrangement, program or system conforming 
to subsection 8(2) of the Act. 


Asbestos is prescribed as a designated sub- 


stance. 
(1) This Regulation applies, 


(a) to every employer operating a mine 
or mining plant for the purpose of 
mining, crushing, grinding or sifting 
asbestos and to those workers of 
such an employer who may inhale or 


ingest asbestos; and 


(b) to every employer processing, 
adapting or using asbestos in connec- 
tion with the manufacturing or 


assembling of goods or products and 


to those workers of such an employ- 
er who may inhale or ingest asbes- 


tos. 


(2) An employer to whom this Regulation 
applies shall take every precaution reasonable 
in the circumstances to ensure that every 
worker who is not an employee of the employ- 
er but who is working in the work place of the 
employer and is exposed to asbestos and 
whose health is likely to be affected thereby 
is protected and the worker shall comply with 


the requirements of the employer. 


(1) A work place for the spinning, braiding or 
weaving of untreated asbestos yarn shall not 
be established after the day this Regulation is 
filed with the Registrar of Regulations. 


(2) Crocidolite shall not be mined, proces- 
sed, adapted or used in connection with the 
manufacture or assembly of goods or pro- 


ducts. 


(3) Amosite shall not be mined, processed, 
adapted or used in connection with the manu- 


facture or assembly of goods or products. 


(1) Every employer shall take all necessary 
measures and procedures by means of engi- 
neering controls, work practices and hygiene 
practices and facilities to ensure that the 
time-weighted average exposure of a worker 
to airborne asbestos of a type other than 
crocidolite or amosite is reduced to the 
lowest practical level and in any case shall 
not exceed 1.0 fibres of asbestos per em® of 


air. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1), an em- 
ployer shall ensure that the maximum concen- 
tration of exposure of a worker to airborne 
asbestos of a type other than crocidolite or 
amosite shall not exceed in any period of time 


5.0 fibres of asbestos per em? of air. 
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(3) Subject to section 6, every employer 
shall comply with subsections (1) and (2) 
without requiring a worker to wear and use 


respiratory equipment. 


(4) The time-weighted average exposure of a 
worker to airborne asbestos shall be caleu- 
lated in accordance with the Schedule and the 
result of the calculation of the exposure may 


be certified by an inspector. 


(5) Every worker shall work in compliance 
with the work practices and hygiene practices 
in accordance with the provisions of the con- 


trol program. 


(6) On a prosecution for a failure to comply 
with subsection (1) or (2), it shall be a defence 
for an employer to prove that the employer 
has complied with subsection (1) or (2) and

(ii) are not reasonable or practical 
for the length of time or fre- 
quency of exposure or the na- 
ture of the process, operation 


or work; or 


(iii) are not effective because of a 
temporary breakdown of equip- 


ment, 
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the employer shall provide a worker with 
respiratory equipment which shall be used by 


the worker. 


(2) Where respiratory equipment is provided 
by an employer and used by a worker, the 


respiratory equipment, 


(a) shall be appropriate in the cireum- 


stances for the concentration of air- 


borne asbestos, 


(b) shall meet or exceed the require- 
ments set out in the Code for 
Respiratory Equipment for Asbestos 
dated the 30th day of June, 1987, 
and issued by the Ministry, and 


(ec) shall be used in accordance with the 


requirements of the Code. 


(3) The employer shall provide training and 
instruction to a worker in the proper care and 
use of respiratory equipment provided by the 


employer. 


(1) Every employer to whom this Regulation 
applies shall cause an assessment to be made 
in writing of the exposure or likelihood of 
exposure in a work place of a worker to the 


inhalation or ingestion of asbestos. 


(2) In causing the assessment to be made, 
the employer shall consider and take into 


account such matters as, 


(a) the methods and procedures used or 
to be used in the processing, mining, 


use, handling or storage of asbestos; 


(b) the extent and potential extent of 
the exposure of a worker to the 
inhalation or ingestion of asbestos; 


and 


(c) the measures and procedures neces- 
sary to control such exposure by 
means of engineering controls, work 
practices and hygiene practices and 


facilities. 
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(3) In causing the assessment to be made, 
the employer shall consult with the joint 
health and safety committee and the com- 
mittee may make recommendations with 


respect to the assessment. 


(4) A copy of the assessment made by an 
employer shall be given by the employer to 
each member of the joint health and safety 


committee. 


(1) Where the assessment discloses or would 
disclose, if made in conformity with section 
7, that a worker is likely to inhale or ingest 
asbestos and that the health of the worker 
may be affected thereby, the employer shall 
develop, establish, put into effect and 
maintain measures and procedures to control 
the exposure of the worker to asbestos and 
shall incorporate the same into an asbestos 


control program. 


(2) A control program shall include provi- 


sions for, 


(a) engineering controls, work prac- 
tices and hygiene practices and fa- 
cilities to control the exposure of a 


worker to asbestos; 


(b) methods and procedures to monitor 
the concentrations of airborne 
asbestos in the work place and the 


exposure of a worker thereto; 


(c) personal records of the exposure of 
a worker to asbestos at the work 
place, including the time-weighted 
average exposure of the worker and 
of the concentrations of asbestos 
and the times in which such con- 
centrations were taken to be repre- 
sentative of the exposure of the 
worker and used in calculating the 
average exposure, to be maintained

(3) Where a control program is required, 
the employer shall appoint a competent 
person to plan, supervise and put into effect 
the procedures for monitoring of the concen- 
trations of airborne asbestos in the work 


place. 


(4) Where a control program is required, 
the members of the joint health and safety 
committee shall designate one member 
representing workers who shall be given an 
opportunity to observe the calibration of 
equipment for asbestos air monitoring and 
shall be consulted on the adequacy of repre- 
sentative air sampling procedures by the 
competent person appointed under sub- 


section (3). 


(5) In developing the measures and proce- 
dures mentioned in subsection (1) and the 
control program and in complying with sub- 
section (3), the employer shall consult with 
the joint health and safety committee and 
the committee may make recommendations 


with respect thereto. 


Where a change is made in a process 
involving asbestos, or in the methods and 
procedures in the mining, use, handling or 
storage of asbestos and the change could 
result in a significant difference in the 
exposure of a worker to the inhalation or 
ingestion of asbestos, the employer shall 
cause a further assessment to be made 
forthwith and the provisions of sections 7 


and 8 apply to the further assessment. 
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(1) Where disputes arise between an em- 


ployer and a joint health and safety commit- 


tee as to an assessment required under 


section 7 or 9 or as to the measures and 
procedures mentioned in subsection 8(1) or 
the control program or its provisions 
required under section 8 or 9, the employer, 
a member of the joint health and safety 
committee or the committee may notify an 
inspector thereof who shall investigate and 
give a decision in writing to the employer 


and to the member or the committee. 


(2) Nothing in subsection (1) applies so as to 
affect the power of an inspector to issue an 


order for a contravention of this Regulation. 


(1) A copy of the control program put into 
effect by the employer shall be given by the 
employer to each member of the joint health 
and safety committee and the employer shall 
acquaint every worker affected by the 


control program with its provisions. 


(2) A copy of the control program put into 
effect by the employer shall be made avail- 
able by the employer in English and in the 


majority language of the work place. 


Subject to section 18, the procedures for 
monitoring, sampling and determining the 
concentrations of airborne asbestos in the 
atmosphere of a work place and the exposure 
of a worker thereto shall be those set out in 
the Code for Measuring Airborne Asbestos 
Fibres dated the 30th day of June, 1987, and 
issued by the Ministry. 


(1) Whenever monitoring of the concentra- 
tions of airborne asbestos in the atmosphere 
of a work place is carried out as provided by 
the control program, the employer shall 
ensure that an annual statistical report is

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SAMPLING METHOD FOR AIRBORNE ASBESTOS FIBRES* 


Principle of the Method 


Air possibly containing asbestos fibres** is 
drawn through a cellulose ester filter of 
specified pore size held in an open-faced 
holder. A randomly selected section of the 
sample filter is then mounted on a micro- 
scope slide to which a drop of mounting 
solution is added. The filter portion is 
transformed from an opaque, solid mem- 
brane to an optically transparent, homoge- 
neous gel. The slide is then mounted on a 
microscope stage and the fibres are counted 
at 400 to 450 times magnification by a 
specified procedure. The average number of 
fibres counted per field of view of the 
microscope is used to calculate the concen- 


tration of airborne fibres. 


Equipment 


The equipment required to obtain a sample 
and to perform an analysis for airborne 
fibres must include the following compo- 


nents and satisfy the criteria outlined below:

(1) History: The initial medical and occu- 
pational history shall include enquiry for 
previous exposure to asbestos (both occupa- 
tional and non-occupational), personal habits 
(smoking and hygiene), history of present or 
past gastro-intestinal and respiratory dis- 


orders. At the periodic examination the 


history shall be updated to include: 


(a) history of frequency and duration of 
exposure to asbestos since previous 


examination; 


(b) enquiry for signs and symptoms that 


may be an early indication of: 


(i) asbestosis, €.£., exertional 


dyspnea, cough, 


(ii) malignancy, eg., hemoptysis, 


pleuritic pain, loss of weight. 


(2) Physical Examination: A physical 
examination is required. Particular atten- 


tion shall be directed to those systems which 
may be affected by asbestos, e.g., respira- 
tory and gastro-intestinal systems. The 
frequency of the periodic examination will 
depend on the intensity and length of expo- 
sure to asbestos and should be decided by the 
examining physician. It need not be the 
same for all workers but shall be done at 


least biennially. 


Clinical Tests 


Clinieal tests aid in the assessment of a 


worker's fitness for exposure to asbestos. 


The x-ray and pulmonary function testing 
facilities shall be engaged in a proficiency 
testing program with the Occupational 
Health Branch. The x-rays shall be interpre- 
ted by a radiologist or chest physician 
proficient in reading chest radiographs by 
the International Labour Office, 1980 Code. 


(1) X-rays: A chest x-ray, postero-anterior 
shall be taken at least biennially during the 
first 10 years of exposure, and annually 
thereafter while work exposed. A lateral 
x-ray is necessary only if required by the 
examining physician. When exposure is dis- 
continued the frequency of x-rays and the 
period of surveillance will depend on the 
intensity and duration of exposure and the 


findings in previous x-rays. The examining 
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physician shall determine the duration and 


frequency of follow-up. 


(2) Pulmonary Function Tests: Pulmonary 


function tests shall be taken in conjunction 
with the chest x-ray. The instruments shall 
be calibrated to currently applied standards 
as published in the "Snowbird Workshop on 
Standardization of Spirometry", American 
Review of Respiratory Disease, Vol. 119, 
831-838, 1979. The tests shall include FEV,, 
FVC, FEV,/FVC% and a mid flow rate such 
as FEF 25-75%. All relevant data shall be 
corrected to body temperature and pressure 
(BTPS). 


(3) Action Levels: An assessment of fitness 
for work shall be based on the clinical exam- 
ination in conjunction with the clinical tests. 
For this reason no specific action is stated 
for the latter. If the examining physician 
determines that signs of asbestos induced 
disease are present the worker shall not be 
removed from asbestos exposure before con- 
sultation with the senior chest disease 
consultant of the Ministry of Labour and a 
rehabilitation officer of the Workers’ 
Compensation Board (WCB). To qualify for 
compensation or rehabilitation further 
assessment by the WCB will be necessary. If 
asbestos induced disease is confirmed the 
physician shall then determine whether the 
worker is fit, fit with limitations or unfit 
and take action in accordance, with section 


16 of the asbestos regulation. 
Health Education 


At the pre-placement and periodic examin- 
ations all workers shall be advised of the 
hazard from asbestos and smoking, and their 
examination results shall be discussed. A 
worker on leaving employment shall be 
advised to inform his Family Physician of his 
previous asbestos exposure whenever he is 
being examined. 


Medical History and Examination Records 


Under the provisions of the asbestos 
regulation the examining physician. shall 
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maintain health records for each* worker 
examined. Such records should include: 


- name in full of worker;

2.—(1) The Lieutenant Governor in Council hereby 
grants to the marketing agency, in relation to the mar- 
keting of hatching eggs locally within Ontario, 
authority to fix, impose and collect levies or charges 
from persons engaged in the production of hatching 
eggs in Ontario and for such purpose to classify such 
persons into groups and fix the levies or charges pay-

A. The public will be interfered with by delay in 
carrying out management programs to which 
the Crown has made public commitments and 
which have no significant negative effects on 
the environment. 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the 
public interest to order and orders that the undertaking 
is exempt from the application of the Act for the follow- 
ing reasons: 
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A. The Ministry of Natural Resources, through 


public consultation, has developed District 
Land Use Guidelines which provide direction 
for determining areas to be considered for 
cottage development. 


. The Ministry of Natural Resources has a 
management planning process for lakes and 
rivers which considers:

.No _ significant negative environmental 
impacts or other public concerns have been 
identified with the cottage lot program which 
was carried out between 1974 and 1982. 


. The exemption will provide for early 
implementation of Ministry of Natural 
Resources Northern Competitiveness Initia- 
tives to increase the use of Crown land as a 
development tool. A market demand study 
for cottage lots in Northern Ontario being 
carried out by the Ministry of Natural 
Resources during the term of this exemption 
will provide the long term direction for the 
Cottage Lot Development Program. The 
results of this study will also allow for an 
accurate determination of future methods for 
complying with the Environmental Assess- 
ment Act. 


The exemption is subject to the following terms and 


1. The Cottage Lot Development Program will 
be carried out in accordance with:
